RAGANO called the reporter, who related that he had understood 
that when TRAFFICANTE was CASTRO in Cuba , 

arrangements were made for JAC^UBY to be flown from Dallas 
to Cuba to expedite his release, since RimY was friendly with 
CASTRO. The reporter exclaimed to RAGANO, ’Don t you se ^ > 

icance of this contact in connection with the Co..ununlsts 
and’Hxi Cosa Nostra (being' involved in the presidential assassina- 
tion?" RAGANO stated he told the reporter he was complete./ 
off base because he (RAGANO) had been involved in a “enptxn 
to <*et TRAFFICANTE back to Florida from the Cuban prison, an 
thaf this was done through an individual in Miami who was close 
to CASTRO before the revolution.

Mr. RAGANO said that TRAFFICANTE has expressed the 
belief that eventually he will be the victim of a
